Cite Building Statistics in Other 
Cities. to Show That St. 
Louis Has Been Penalized. 


The Associated Building Interests 
of St. Louis, an organization of 
employers of 80 per cent of the 
building craftsmen here, justify 
their declared resistance to _  in- 
creased wage demands by the fol- 
lowing statistics, compiled from 
reports of the National Association 
of Builders’ Exchanges and the F. 
W. Dodge Corporation, which they 
say show that the St. Louis build- 
'ing public is being “penalized” in 
its operations by increased wage 
| demands. 
| The etatistics, made public to- 
_day, show that. wages for carpen- 
ters, common laborers, 
er, hod carriers, plasterers and 
helpers, painters, cement  finish- 
ers, iron workers, plumbers, elec- 
tricians and steam fitters here 
are from 12 to 44 per cent higher 
than in 17 other large cities in the 
United States, inclanding New York, 
Chicago, and Philadelphia. 

City Last ine-Money.Spent. 

In refutation of the unions’ de- 
mands for increased wages on the 
ground of extensive building oper- 
ations here the statistics place St. 
Louis last in money spent .per cap- 
ita population for building in the 
last three tears in 28 American «it- 
‘les, Los Angeles, with an expen- 
diture of. 234 per capita for the 
three-year period, heads the fst. 
Other cities spending in excess of 
$90 per capita for the period are: 
Dallas, Tex., $115; Memphis, Tenn,, 
$111; New York City,: $109; ‘St. 
Paul, Minn., $102; Oakland. Cal., 
$103; Detroit, Mich., $95;.3¥Vash- | 
ington, D. C., $93; and ‘Atlanta;; 
Ga., $98. The per capita expen-, 
diture here for building during the‘ 
same period was $34,.— : $574

Contractors who 
have made a study of the subject 
say the biggest item in.the increase 
of building materials is the in- 
creased wage of the persons e¢n- 
gaged in the manufacture of the 
product. The Associated Build- 
ing Interests of St. Louls has gone 
on record as against further ware 
increases and when the local build- 
ing laborers failed to accept an of- 
fered advance of 10 centg an hour 
Monday noon, contractors were 
authorized to employ other laborers 
at the old scale. { 


Union Leaders Hopeful of Early 
Settlement of Wage Differences. 

Hope of an early settlement of 
wage differences existing at pres- 
ent between building laborers, 
hoisting engineers, concreters and 
their-employers was expressed to- 
day by union leaders. 

J. H. Sorden, president of the 
Building Laborers’ Union, said to- 
day that the demands of the 3178 
men in his organization were in the 
hands of a wage committee having 
authority to negotiate with employ- 
ers. The laborers demanded a 20- 
cent hourly increase, effective 
March 1, over the former sé¢ale of 
67% cents an hour. Employers 


| offered a 10-cent hourly incerase 


and, when this: was rejected, the 
offer with withdrawn Monday 
noon. Work on most building pro- 
jects here -has been carried on 
with other labor at the old scale. 
Concreters also rejected a 10-cent 
hourly increase, which would have 
brought their wage to 80 cents an 
hour. Hoisting engineers, who 
failed to accept a $1.50 hourly 
scale applying to. two-drum en- 
gines, are said to -haxe expressed 
a desire-to reopen negotiations. 
Employers. have expressed them- 
selves as against further wage in- 
creases as being detrimentafto the 
building industry... The manner in 
which ‘employers handle the pres- 
ent wage situation here is being 
watched with interest by employ- 
ers’ groups in othér cities. The lo- 
cal body received a letter frem 
Edward Haupt, president of the 
Chicago Employers’ Association, 
urging St. Louis employers to resist 
increaséd wage demands. Haupt 
said concession. to demands here 
would be detrimental to the 1924 
building program in Chicago.

offices at Belleville from the Cen- 
tral Division of the Red Cross at 
Chicago. 

The letter declares that Scott, 
or Richardson, as it is said he has 
sometimes been known, has been 
soliciting aid since 1922 for injur- 
ies, including the loss of his nose, 
which he says were suffered in the 
war. The Veterans’. Bureau at 
Minneapolis, from where he says 
he once drew compensation, has 


man. Because of these disclosures, 
the American Legion and the Belle- 
ville Red Cross have decided they 
can advance no organization funds 
to Scott unless it is established 
that he saw army -sselvice. 

Superintendent TI. H. Howard of 
the County Farm at Belleville, 
feels differently, however. ‘We 
will continue to take care of him, 
and give him the same treatment 
as if he was an army Colonel,” 
Supt. Howard declared. “The man 
is to lose some of his frozen fingers 
soon, and he can stay here just 
as long as he’s not able to care 
for himself.”

| Making a.Bed Properly 


O you know how to make ‘a 

bed so that it looks neat and 
is comfortable to sleep in? It is 
an art worth learning, says the 
United States Department of Agri- 


culture. First, straighten the mat- 
tress pad so that Kh lies smooth
